Washington’s 
dangerous gifts

No, this simply (lei In wllh 
of her ereas of his military-poll I- 
leal strategy towards Iho “third 
world . Imperialism resorts to 
various ploys to drew young In- 
dependent slates Into tho arms 
rec* and to “bind" them to Hs 
military plans, and one ol tho 
moat Insidious ol these Is the so- 
called miiHaty aid, 

Hs mechanism Is more com- 
r” * nd offoels much more 
hazardous than appears at first 


sight. To Illustrate, recently 
Washington announced an In- 
crease In Its military aid to 
Thailand, which will total 
90,000,000 dollars Ihls year. Of 
this amount 76,000,000 dollars, 
l.e„ live out of every six dollars, 
are but a credit, which have lo 
be repaid, and unlil this Is done 
annual interest Is due. 

It would bo fair to say that 
American banking Investment In 
Thailand will thus Increase by a 
minimum 76,000,000 dollars — - 
end what Is more In an area 
whore little II any profit will go 
to the country's economy. Wash- 
Inglop has said lhal Thailand will 
use all the aid to buy the latest 
American missiles, guns, tanks, 
pianos, etc, 

Furthermore, arms, like any 
other sophisticated technology, 
require maintenance and repairs, 
spares and replacements, etc., all 
ot which costs far more than the 
original Hem. So one hai lo pay 
one's own way here — solid! 
naw credits and Increase one's 
foreign debt - a debt whleh Is 
already too heavy (or some 


"third world" countries to bear, 
owing, In no smalt measure, to 
the continual Increase In their 
military spending. 

All this goes to prove that 
American military aid Is nothing 
else ihnn the selfsame arms 
frado, only slightly camouflaged 
b y philanthropic pronounce- 
ments. Its profits form a hefty 
supplement to the 20,000 mil- 
's" dollars and more than the 
USA netted this year Irom direct 
arms trade. As (or the recipients

It would be a fair guess to say 
that this aid will be still more 
Insistently offered lo countries 
not found among America's 
"Irndlllonar friends. There are 
many reasons for this. One of 
them we montloned earlier — 
US military aid brings In extra 
profits for Its mllitory-undustrlal 
complex. Another Is that the USA 
will soon develop a vast arms 
surplus: the Pentagon has star- 
ted a multibillion dollar pro- 
gramme to provide Its army with 
more advanced weapons, which 
means Ihe discarded Items wifi 
have to be traded off, and this 
Is where foreign sales and "aid” 
come in handy. 

There Is one more reason, ar- 
guably the most cruelal, for tho 
"generosity" ot Washington 
strategists: the current US admi- 
nistration has been mere active 
Jn putting Into practice an idea 
broaehed by Its forerunners that 
aid fo developing nations. In- 
cluding eld In tho military Held, 
should be an active means to- 
wards attaining all other US 
goals In these countries end 
[heir regions. In this respect 
Washington has far-reaching ob- 
jectives ranging from the crea- 
tion of military strongpofnts end 
zones of special US "Interests" 
and "rights" In the "third 
world", fo absolute American 
economic and military-political 
hegemony there. 

A veracious stomach Is always 
amply, popular wisdom con-, 
tends. Those easily lured by 
Washington's gifts of arms ought 
not to forget about Ihe avarice 
and egoism of Imperialism.

Tbilisi, capital ol the Soviet 
Transcaucasian Republic ot 
Georgia, goes back 15 centuries 
and as a result has a wealth of 
architectural monuments, some 
of them over 600 years old.

It li now known that brave 
women- warriors lived several 
millennia ago on the territory of 
today's Kuban (south ol the 
European part of Russia). This 
was proved by the finds of the 
latest archaeological expedition 
of the Krasnodar ethnography 
museum. 

They found a woman's skele- 
ton in an unearthed burial 
mound. At one time an ancient 
Sarmatian tribe— the Sinks— lived 
in that place and the woman pro- 
bably belonged to that tribe. A 
round bronze mirror and beads 
—typical Items for a woman’s 
everyday use — were found ln 
the grave. Lying next to the ske- 
leton was an (ron sword. This 
indicates that the dead woman 
was a brave warrior and the 
sword was put into the grave" as 
a token of her martial services.

SEAPORT AT 
F. D. ROOSEVELT 
STREET 

l.io years ago B Riirslan 
magazine cairted an ankle 
suggesting the use nl ihe na- 
tural haven of Yalta in the 
South Crimea, for building a 
pier and port facilities. The 
construction started that same 
year. 

Now the porl handles up io 
700 liners, both passenger and 
cruise type. About 150 or them 
carry foreign travellers. The re- 
sort city Is linked by ship ser- 
vices to Barcelona, Marseille, 
Venice, Passau (West Germany) 
and Vienna. From May till 
October “Kernela" hydrofoils 
serve tha Crlmea-Caucasua line 
connecting the Black Sea porlx 
stretching along 500 miles of 
coast. Every year almost six 
million, passengers are handled 
by the port. 

The sea terminal - at the end 
of F. D. Roosevelt St is a city 
landmark. The street was so 
named to honour tha ' US Pres- 
ident who came to Yalta in 
February 1945 for. the allied 
powers summit conference, . 

More than 3.5 thousand 
tonnes of cargo passes dally 
through the port. A new cargo, 
section fa being built beyond 
Ihe city line to rid Yalta of 270 
thousand annual truck hauls. 
An Industrial area Is springing 
up nearby. All this will free 
the downtown embankment 
completely for vacationers and 
turn the port Into an interna- 
tional travel centre on the 
Black Sea. 


Protection 

for mountain forests 

The slate has taken under Hs 
protection nearly fifty thousand 
hoc lores of ihe Naryn-Tau range 
in tho Tien Shan Mountains.

And yet scientists believe It ls 
still too early to speak about a 
regularity. Only when the firs 
produce seed — in approximately 
the tenth year ol Iheir lire (only 
2-3 years ora lert) — and if It 
turns out that weightlessness 
really speeds up growth, and 
that this quality can be fixed 
genetically In new generations, ' 
only then will It be possible to 
speak of a new method In spend- 
ing up Ihe reproduction of coni- 
ferous forests.

Nino Lordklpanldze has had a 
varied career. A graduate of 
the architecture department of 
tho Tbilisi Academy of Fine 
Arts, she later attended post- 
graduate courses and defended 
her thesis on architecture at the 
Prague Higher Technical School. 
This followed by several 
years of work at design Insti- 
tutes in Prague and Moscow, and 
the creation or a number of ar- 
chlteclural designs.

Anglo-Soviet scientific and technical links

The USSR State Committee 
for Science and Technology has 
received a representative dele- 
gation from the British Institute 
of Management. At their meet- 
ings, specialists from the two 
countries discussed prospects 
for cooperation in manage- 
ment, mostly In Industry, as 
well as training of personnel 
for this branch of die economy. 

Tire scientific and technical 
relations between the USSR and 
Britain are based on the Pro- 
gramme for Cooperation tn 
Science and Technology cover- 
ing a ten-year period starting 
In 1975, and on a number or 
Intergovernmental agreements. 

The main areas In scientific 
and technical cooperation be- 
tween Ihe two countries are 
chemical engineering, oil chem- 
istry, the oil and coal Indus- 
tries, machine-tool engineering, 
electronics, electrical engineer- 
ing, tho motor Industry, Instru- 
ment making, light Industry. 


plus a number of Lhclr fields, 
as well as agriculture and fun- 
damental and applied research. 

Six working groups, specia- 
lizing In power engineering, 
the coal and medical Industries, 
machine-tool engineering, the 
manufacture of scientific instru- 
ments, and the anti-corrosion 
protection of metals, cover a 
wldo field In relations between 
the two countries. Tho most 
tangible results as of today 
have been obtained by the 
working group on coal mining, 
which was responsible for the 
folnl construction of a proto- 
type combined coal extractor 
for work in hard rock, the first 
of Its kind lu the world. At 
present, tho prototype Is being 
tested In a coal mine. 

Tho most wide-spread form 
of cooperation between Soviet 
organizations and British firms 
Is the holding of symposiums 
and seminars. Besides, British 
experts take part In Die testing 



India's wide-ranging and mutu- 
ally beneficial cooperation with 
Uie Soviet Union helps streng- 
then the country’s Industry 
and economic Independence.

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LOPO DO NASCIMENTO 
ON SOVIET-ANGOLAN COOPERATION 


Economic relations between 
the People's Republic of Angola 
and the Soviet Union are funda- 
mentally different from Angola’s 
business ties with capitalist 
countries, Angola's Minister for 
Planning Lopo do Nasctmento 
declared In Moscow. The radical 
difference Is the fact that the 
USSR, In developing economic 
cooperation with Angola, always 
takes Into account the vital needB 
of Its economy, seeks to facili- 
tate further development of the 
Angolan economy and does not 
pursue Its own ends. 

Lopo do Nascimento headed 
ihe Angolan delegation to the 
talks at the USSR Stale Com- 
mittee for Foreign Economic Re- 
lations, 

An agreement was signed fol- 
lowing the talks on cooperation 
In developing Angola's fisheries, 
specifically, on tho establish- 
ment of a large fishing complex. 
Tho complex will com false 
wharves, ship-repair workshops, 
hops manufacturing fishing 


tackle, a training centre, offices, 
etc. A flsh-processlng factory 
complete with a refrigerator and 
refrigeration plant will also be 
built there. The factory will pro- 
duce smoked and dried fish. 

Besides this the two countries 
signed a protocol on economic 
and technical cooperation. Un- 
der the terms of agreement So- 
viet and Angolan organizations 
will closely cooperate in build- 
ing new economic projects. OH 
depots and a national building 
organization will be established. 
The laller will participate In 
building Sovlet-Augotan pro- 
jects. Angola will start the pro- 
duction ol building materials. 
Fanning machinery repair work- 
shops and other facilities will 
also be built, . 

Under the accords reached, 
tho Soviet Union will deliver to 
Angola equipment, materials, 
lisblng vessels, and send skilled 
experts. Soviet organizations 
will carry out a great deal of 
design and prospecting work.
